• ELECTION OF four seniors 
and three juniors into Phi Beta 
Kappa, national honor society 
of the liberal arts, was an- 
nounced yesterday. Initiation 
will take place May 29th in the 
Trustees’ room, followed by din- 
ner at the Faculty Club. 

Included among the select 
seven are six women and a 
single man. They are Mrs. Zoe 
McCoombs Largess, Phyliss Nichols, 
Marjorie Wilkins, and Pricilla D. 
Young of the seniors. The honored 
juniors are Mina F. Brown, Helen 
B. Duckson. and Harvey Goldberg. 
High Average Required 
Although students must have a 
3.5 average to be eligible for elec- 
tion, membership in Phi Beta 
Kappa is not limited solely to 
scholastic excellence. From the list 
of qualifiers final selection is made 
on the basis of creative mental 
powers, character, and indication 
of future intellectual and cultural 
distinction and social usefulness. 

Students are elected to the soc- 
iety by the faculty members of 
Phi Beta Kappa, but all members 
of the University teaching stafT are 
asked to contribute their opinions 
on each of those eligible for mem- 
bershhip. 

High Recognition Honor 
The local chapter was formed in 
September 1937 as the Alpha Chap- 
ter of the District of Columbia. In- 
clusion into the Order brings with 
it recognition of the high plane 
of scholastic attainment demanded 
by the University and of the quality 
of the faculty. Members selected 
in the above manner are members 
In course, as distinguished from 
honorary keys awarded to outstand- 
ing persons.

University Adds 
Two New Phases 
To War Program 

• ENDEAVORING TO further ad- 
vance University cooperation in the 
national war effort, Dean William 
C. Johnstone yesterday announced: 

1. Addition of a "strict” physi- 
cal education prograta for all 
male freshmen and students en- 
rolled in either Army or Navy 
study programs, to go into effect 
with the start of the first sum- 
mer school term, and, 

2. Two new math courses de- 
signed to give complete coverage 
of higher forms of math for 
future officers of the Nation's 
armed forces. 

Under the new "athletic” pro- 
gram, entering freshmen and stu- 
dents now being held in deferred 
status under the Navy V-l and 
Army Air Force Enlisted Reserve 
programs, will be required to take 
physical fitness courses. Two units 
of credit will apply on the sched- 
uled four-hour-a-week system. 

In addition to general strengthen- 
ing exercises, men held In abey- 
ance under the V-l program will 
also be instructed in swimming. 

A rigid course in math, consisting 
of college algebra and geometry 
the first summer semester and 
plane and spherical trigonometry 
the second, will introduce would- 
be officers to all phases of mathe- 
matics. Both will be taught by the 
University staff. 

In announcing the two new points 
in the University's war program, 
Dean Johnstone stressed that appli- 
cations are still being accepted 
under both programs. 

Full time students under 20 years 
of age are eligible for the Navy V-l 
program, while those over that age 
may apply for the V-7 program 
upon attainment of junior' status. 

All male students between the 
ages of 18 and 26, physically fit, 
are eligible for participation in the 
Army program.

• VOTING UNDER the watch- 
ful eyes of an Incumbent Stu- 
dent Council firmly resolved to 
abolish “dirty politics” from 
campus elections, a disappoint- 
ingly small University elector- 
ate last week chose Kim Vought 
to head the incoming governing 
body. 

Concurrently, three women 
and five men were selected to com- 
pose the remainder of the Student 
Council for 1942-43. 

They are: Roy Baker, comptrol- 
ler; Charlotte Patterson, secretary; 
Pat Orr, social chairman; Sarah 
Jane Williams, program director; 
Bob Howard, freshman director; 
Ellis Hall, advocate; Paul Mc- 
Clenon, activities director, and 
Fred Kingman, publicity director. 

The ninth position .that of vlca 
president, was automatically taken 
over by Aaron Layne when he com- 
piled the second highest number of 
votes In a three-way race for the 
presidency. 

Hall and McClenon were unop- 
posed for office. 

Indicative of the small number of 
votes tailed this year was in the 
presidential race where the total 
was 472 as compared with 1091 for 
the same position last spring. 

The three-way race for top post, 
however, proved closest of the en- 
tire slate. Working under a pre- 
ferential ballot system which gave 
students first and second choice, 
returns for first selection showed 
Vought registering 183 votes com- 
pared to 171 for Layne. The third 
candidate, Bob Geran, polled only 
1}2 and was eliminated from 
further competition. 

In recapitulation of “Meond 
choice,” Vought was revealed to be 
the disputed but victorious candi- 
date, with 36 to LAyne' s 28. 
Election Is "Succeea" 

Although campus opinion gen- 
erally is unfavorable to the recent 
Student Council ruling abolishing 
the traditional political parties, 
Advocate Bill Stell, charged with 
administration of elections, hailed 
the new set-up as "highly success- 
ful." 

"We'll admit the electorate thli 
year fell far below that of previous 
contests, " Stell said, "but most of 
this can be attributed to a lack of 
'pressure votes' usually brought 
into play. 

"This year," he continued," those 
people voted who were interested 
In student government and not be- 
cause they were begged to do so 
by high-pressure politicians of or- 
ganized campus parties.” 

Generally, campus activity leaders 
have agreed that the voting was 
fairly honest, with "banned” politi- 
cal activity held to a minimum. 
Pat Orr Has Largest Vote 

Largest majority vote was found 
In the race for social chairman, 
where Pat Orr piled up a majority 
of 135 votes. The final tally: Orr, 
293; Bacon. 148. 

The closest battle other than 
president was found In the race 
for secretary, with Charlotte Pat- 
terson, gathering 231 votes to Helen 
Duckson’s 208 and eking out a 
23-vote victory. 

Final tallies for other contested 
positions were; Comptroller— Roy 
Baker, 276 and Harold Bobys, 158; 
program director— 260 for Sarah 
Jane Williams compared to Jean 
Nessell’s 178; freshman director — 
Bob Howard over Eileen Shanahan 
by 252 to 188; publicity director— 
Fred Kingman with 270 and Alice 
Waldron with 169. 

McClenon Serves Again 

With his election as activities 
director, McClenon will be serving 
his second year on the student 
governing body. Last year, running 
as an independent on the Reform 
party slate, McClenon piled up a 
huge majority over his opponent to 
gain the post of comptroller. 

Paradoxically, Geran was defeated 
this year, after being overwhelm- 
ingly "machined” into office as vice 
president last spring under the 
Service party banner.

o ITS A GOOD THING that the Navy la cleaning up on the Japs 
in the Coral Sea these days because things are getting pretty 
dead in what used to be the most active field of student partici- 
pation about this time of year on the University's pint-sized but 
frequently potent campus. 

We refer to the annual Student Council elections which have 
this year come closer to being appointments than anything else. 
Less than 500 voters strode to the polls Thursday and Friday 
to lobby for their hobbles, and election officials noted that the 
turnout was something like 50 per cent under last year's showing. 
Very depressing. 

It's a long and somewhat boring story and we ldnda hate 
to go over the whole tale again, but It seems logical that we 
should examine what facts we do have, so that we can come to 
some conclusion as to just what hit us. 

Briefly, this year’s Council, In an attempt to minimize the 
time and energy and the general fuss and bother surrounding 
annual elections, In the interest of the war effort decided to 
outlaw political parties and to institute a system of Individual 
nominations plus a preferential ballot. The purpose of the plan 
has already been stated but the Council figured that a better class 
of people would be chosen by the student electorate as a by- 
product. I 

Well, to tell the truth, the Council was right on one count 
and took the count on the other. 

They succeeded in cutting down on the fuss and bother, all 
right There was no fuss whatsoever — the Student Club was as 
silent as a dead Dutchman — and the students didn’t bother to 
vote. , 

But as far as abolishing political parties, and thereby gaining 
more competent administrators for Council posts Is concerned, 
the plan slipped up. For one thing, the Council in abolishing 
parties forgot that a coalition by any other name would smell as 
bad. For there was a coalition, and it succeeded in elevating 
seven of its ten nominees to seats on the Council. We are happy 
to announce that the other three posts are filled by members of 
this year’s Council whose abilities have justly won for them second 
terms of office. Taken as a whole, the rest of the Council is 
fairly mediocre. We mention no names. The Hatchet Is not In 
the market for time bombs. 

It is simple to dismiss a failure by blaming it on a big bad 
wolf, and a coalition in this case might easily be substituted for 
the B. B. W. But we must ask ourselves if the plan would have 
worked anyway and if some degree of politics is not inevitable. 

After all, what the Council was trying to do was to purge 
politics of politics. We will just have to admit that some sort 
of combination or affiliation is going to take place anyway. This, 
bf course, means the resumption of the party system. 

If we defend the party system we have to defend at the same 
time the waste of time and energy, l.e<

her own doors, etc. If, however, 
her burdens are too great, you may 
lend moral support with words of 
sympathetic encouragement.

New Makeup Used 
' The Law Review departs for the 
duration from its usual makeup 
with the introduction in this issue 
of a new section called “War Law 
Notes.’’ The section will be de- 
voted to studying the effect of the 
impact of the war on law and, con- 
versely, the effect of establishing 
law on the conduct of the war. All 
the War Law Notes this time were 
done by the student staff. 

Touching off the new section Is 
in article by J, Robert Bullock on 
“Judicial Review of Selective Serv- 
ice Board Classifications by Habeas 
Corpus.” The author points out 
that there are no civil liberties or 
constitutional rights involved in 
the question whether the Army 
exercises illegal restraint by hold- 
ing a registrant in service. 

Congress, he goes on, did not In- 
tend to give any indlyidual a right 
to deferment enforceable by the 
courts, ’’regardless of how arbi- 
trary the boards might be in any 
Individual case.”

In his piece on “War Risks Ex- 
clusion Clauses in Private Insur- 
ance Policies,” O. D. Ozment cau- 
tions those subject to the draft to 
•xamine their life insurance policies 
so as to determine the degree of 
protection afforded should the 
Army bockon. A policy reading, 
^caused by” or "in consequence of," 
denotes an intent to avoid liability 
for death caused by actual military 
aervlce and will afford protection 
tor risks common to both soldiers 
and civilians. A policy providing 
for no liability “while engaged” in 
military service may or may not 
afford protection, depending upon 
Judicial interpretation. 

The final article Is a discussion 
by Theodore A. Fetter of "War- 
time Requisition and Contract In 
Mercantile and Manufacturing In- 
dustries.” Fetter finds that as yet 
there has been no clear-cut decision 
made as to a standard by which the 
government’s liability for compen- 
sation in cases of requisition and 
contract might be judged, leaving 
each case to be decided on its own 
facts.
